An enquiry chaired Sy Mr, David Widdicombe QC, gives full backing in 
its report published recently ta the present structure of local 

democracy, but makes SS recommendatians aimed at preventing ahuse af 
local pewer ard giving increased rights to minority representatives. 


The renort makes @8 detailed recommendations aimed at strengthening 
the Yemecratic precees in Local Government. The main ones include: 


Amendments to the natiora! cogs of Local Government conduct to make 
ctear that Cotmcillors should ect sithi- the law as sectional loyal- 
ties s<= well as private gain ray create conflict with Councillors 

public detys. 

Employees of loral avthoritiss should continue toe be able to become 
Councillors in ether authorities provided they are not employed at 

the rank 2f Prirripal Gfticer or above. 

Local Authorities should be statutorily required to keep a public 
register of pecuniary and non-pecuniary interest cf Councillors. v. 
A basic flat rate allowance for Councillors should replace the system ‘ 
of attendance and financial loss azliowances. It should range from 
£1,560 te £94,000 a year, depending on the size Gf the authority. 

A statutory upper limit of 26 days a yesr Gn paid leave should be 
granted to public sector emplcyees for councii duties. 

A requirement te appeint a Chief Executive, and a strengthened role 

with new statutory furctions for the post. 

Introeuction cf a statutory code of practice to ensure that

New powers for the Audit Commissicn in England and Wales to restrain 
loca! authorities from incurring unlawful expenditure and new 
arrangements fer Scotland. 

Changes to eneble the Ombuteman to cansider complaints direct from 
the public.

In recent weeks articles have anpearec in the local press on matters 

of conservation, and with next year, 1987, being designated as the 
European Year of the iinvironment, no doubt more attention will be 
focused in this direction. 


The Conservation Committee is currently involved in two particular 


projects:- one is at Willingham and tre other is at Croxton. 


The Committee has agreed to make a grant towards the cost of the 
restoration of Catteils Windmill in “illingham. This mill was built 
in 1828 and is considered to be its finest example of a "Smock" Miil 
still in existence in England today and it is hoped that with the 
completion of restorstion, the !ill once again will vroduce its own 
flour. 


Croxton Park Estate suffered many years of neglet and with the change 

of ownership, it was hoped that en ovportunity had now arisen for the 
restoration of the tuildings in the parish. The Committee served 21 
pbuilding preservation notices and arranged 2 Parish Tree preservation 
order and reguested 6 large grea of tne iark (including a medieval 
village site) be scheduled cs an encient monument. In consequence of 
pressure from the Committee, plans heve been submitted for the 
restoration of these old dwellings and it is hoped that the village 
will be virtually restored to its previous beauty. 


The Conservatior Committee is working to maintain all the rurai 
espects of this area so that the heritage of Cambridgeshire Villages 
may be preserved. .
